ALTERNATING CURRENT. 


An alternating current of elec- 
tricity Is one which Increases and 
decreases la strength periodically 
la first one direction of flow, then 
the opposite. If the directions of 
flow ur* changed 120 times every 
second there are, of course, 120 
current alternations per second. 
If It 18 continuous alternating cur- 
rent the maximum strengths in 
e.icli direction of flow are all the 
same. Two alternations make one 
cycle of current-flow, so that If 
there are 120 alternations per sec- 
ond there are 60 cycles. In ordi- 
nary house lighting circuits 60 
cycle alternating current is quite 
common. It is a commercial fre- 
quency. In many radio transmit- 
ters, however, It Is necessary to 
use » curreat which alternates at 
the rate of 1,000 times psr second. 
The frequency In cycles in this 
case is 500 per second. The cur- 


rent might not continue for a» 
long a time as one second, but If 
the alternations are at the rat* of 
1,000 per second the frequency U 
BOO cycles. 


Machines used to produce alter- 
nating current in an electrical 
circuit are called alternators or 
alternating current generators. 
As long as the electrical circuit 
Is complete, the alternating cur* 
rout will continue to flow. 


In radio work alternating cur- 
rents of extremely high frequency 
are commonly used. They may 
easily be anywhere from 10,000 
to 1,000,000 or more cycles per 
second. Such very high frequen- 
cies are called radio frequencies 
and the currents arc radio fre- 
quency currents. The lower frc- 
'lUt'iicIea are also used, to a largo 
extent, in certain classes of radio 
work.

ruined and the building, which they 
owned, being damaged beyond repair. 
Fortunately the flre started In the op- 
posite end of the block from the post- 
office and Postmaster Silas Sprinstcad 
w»a able to get the money, stamps and 
books Into the fireproof safe and to 
carry the sacks of 
mail from the 


building before the flre hud spread to 
the post office. 
The oflice Is ruined.

Soils which are somewhat dark in 
color usually contain humus enough, 
the gardeners say. 
Heavy soil can be made lighter and 


looser by applying coal ashes, but the 
experienced pardncr doesn't depend 
on them for fertiliins value; he rea- 
lizes that the plant lood elements were 
long since driven out by the processes 
which tranaformcd wood into coal. 


Wood nyhea, on tho 
other hand, 


particularly those from hard wood, 
have some fertilizing value, .since they 
contain lime and potash, the latter 
particularly valuable for root crops 
such as potatoes, beets and carrots. 
Hardwood 
oiihes mixed 
with acid 


phosphate in equal parts and rein- 
forced by five or six times their weight 
of poultry manure form a well-balanc- 
ed fertilizer. 
The poultry manure, 


however, should be .applied to the 
garden separately; if it is mixed with 
ashes nitrogen wiir bo lost. 
Neither 


should the combined weight of the 
three ingredients be mdre than a 
pound 
for each ten square feet of 


garden area, the specialists say.
